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BUYING LESS AND SELLING LI 


Tn February of this year Canada im- 
ported $33,000,000 worth of goods from 
the United States, against $57,000,000 
worth in February of last year. During 
the same month we exported to the United 
States $21,000,000 worth of goods, com- 
pared with $33,000,000 in February a year 
ago, 

Trade has slumped heavily, in both di- 
rections, and in the total. But the pro- 
portion of our exports to the republic and 
our imports therefrom is disconcertingly 
similar to what it was a year ago. Making 
allowance for the ebb and flow of trade, 
and for the unbalancing influence of hard 
times, it is not apparent from the figures 
that our position in that respect has im- 
proved, 

What is the matter with the “blasting” 
policy that was translated into the tariff 
schedules last September and ought to be 
producing results by this time? We do 
not seem to be getting along very well at 
shutting out United States goods and at 
the same time forcing our goods into that 
market. From the February figures, the 
more goods we shut out the less we ship 
out, 

OUR NON-PLUSSED COMMISSIONER 

Hon. G. Hoy puzzled, 
and admits it. irst time, prob- 
ably, in a political career that has been 
marked by cocksureness as much as by 
success, 

Mr. Ferguson told a Birmingham audi- 
ence frankly that he cannot understand 
why Britain and Canada cannot make a 
trade treaty mutually advantageous to 
them—seeing that Britain has made such 
treaties with many foreign countries. 

But why assume that they can’t? It is 
mly six months since they started trying. 
And they did not give up the attempt as 
hopeless, but decided to make another try 
+ few menths hence. It is not like Mr. 
erguson to accept failure in that off-hand 
fashion. The old country climate must be 
affecting him. Or perhaps the social 
atmosphere has chilled his ambition to 
put some of the old time “pep” into the 
residents of the old lands, and given him 
the blues on things in general, 

As to why Britain has been able to 
make trade treaties with foreign coun- 
tries, Mr. Ferguson should note one 
or two favoring considerations, When a 
foreign government wants to negotiate a 
trade treaty with Britain it does not 
usually commence proceedings by hoisting 
its tariff against British goods, and follow 
that up by offering to impose a still higher 
tariff against foreign goods if Britain 
will revolutionize its whole fiscal system 
in return, 

Somebody should suggest to Hon. G. 
Howard that sometimes the manner of 
approach has a good deal to do with the 
outcome of trade negotiations; and also 
that the people of Great Britain have seen 
too many shell games to be easily taken in, 


GOODS FOR WHEAT 


In Britain, Mr. Baldwin has taken the 
stump with a policy of protection, and will 
stake the fate of his party on the proposal 
that he be given a free hand to revolution- 
ize the fiscal policy of the country. 

The circumstances make this cam- 
paign a matter of very close interest to 
Canadians, particularly Canadian wheat- 
growers. It has a bearing on the question 
of trade relations and trade development 
between the old lands and this Dominion. 
That in fact is one of the grounds upon 
which Mr. Baldwin is urging that it is time 
to abandon free trade, 

The Conservative leader would com- 
pel British millers to use fifteen per cent 
of home-grown wheat, perhaps twenty 
per cent, That will appeal to the farmers 
of Britain; but Canadian wheat-growers 
wit have to be pardoned if they do not 
break into cheers at the news. 

Dominion wheat weuld also be admit- 
ted on the quota principle, “and for that 
we hope to make arrangements by which 
we can secure for our manufactured goods 
equal consideration in the dominions.” 
That is to say, the amount of Canadian 
wheat sold in Britain would depend upon 
the extent to which British goods were 
admitted into Cunada. Canada’s tariff 
against British goods was increased last 
fall, If that is the policy of the present 
Canadian Government, Mr. Baldwin's 


| 


quota scheme would not help sell Canadian Life’s Darkest Moment 


wheat in the old lands. 

As to foreign wheat, Mr. Baldwin 
would admit so much of this as other 
countries saw fit to make worth while, by 
giving favorable entry to British goods in- 
to their markets. Recalling the British 
trade fair that was held recently in Buenos 
Aires, it is to be supposed the Argentine 
would be ready to supply the British mar- 
ket to the limit of its ability on those 
terms. ¥ 

Mr. Baldwin has adopted Mr. Ben 
nett's attitude. He would deal with Can- 
ada as Canada is now dealing with Bri- 
tain. With that no fault can be found, of 
course. What his policy would amount to 
for Canada would depend upon what tar- 
iff concessions the Dominion Government 
was willing to make on British manufac- 
tured goods coming into Canada, in re- 
turn for a liberal quota of Canadian wheat 
being admitted to Britain on favored 
terms.

BUSINESS IN CANADA 

From the monthly statement issued by the Bank 
of Montreal 

Beyond activities incidental to the advent of 
spring, the trend of trade and employment has un- 
dergone no marked change during the month, Such 
indices as car-loadings and bank clearings, while re- 
vealing a much reduced merchandise movement from 
last year, indicate some seasonal progress, ‘The early 
opening of navigation is giving employment to those 
engaged in lake and river traffic, and unemployment 
generally is being reduced by resumption of outdoor 
work in many fields of labor, Navigation prospects 
are clouded and the outlook vucertain. ‘There is 
plenty of wheat to go out if purchasers abroad are 
found, in which connection it ts encouraging to know 
that exports of the cer@ai have for some time past 
exceeded those of Inst year, and that about fourteen 
million bushels are booked for early shipment from 
the Port of Montreal, The Ftnanee Minister is not 
expected to announce tariff changes before the latter 
part of May, when it is expected that an increased 
sales tax will also be made known, and these factors 
are likely to have an important bearing on business 
Tron end steel industries are moderately active, giving 
@ larger output last month than in February, while 
automobile factories are turning oul more cars than 
for several months past and textile mills are well 
employed. Warm produce of all kinds, grain, live- 
stock, butter, eggs, potatoes, continues at low prices. 


CANADA'S WHEAT COMMISSION 


The report of the Royal Commission will be 
awaited with nearly as much interest in the United 
States as in Canada, For the basic problems of the 
Canadian wheat industry are much the same as those 
of our own wheat industry. Fortunately, the Dom- 
inion's attempt to bring order out of the chaotic con-

THE BLIND IN ALBERTA 


Editor Bulletin 

During recent days you have print- 
ed a number of contributions and let- 
ters relating to the subject of the wel- 
fare of the blind. 

As a recent visitor to your pro- 
vince, I am keenly interested in all 
publicity given to advance the inter- 
este of those #o afflicted 

The total number of blind in Can- 
ada is approximately 8,000. More 
than 400 of this number are resident 
in the province of Alberta; that ts on 
# comparative calculation made in re- 
lation to other provinces and their 
population, 

A good deal is being done to stress 
the importance of placing the blind 
in ordinary industries, and without a 
doubt, the sponsors of the effort have 
considerably exaggerated their achieve - 
ments, In a statement made recently 
before a royal commission in Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan, the total 
number of such placements in Can- 
ada was 130, out of which total, only 
98 were making good. When we con- 
sider how much of the government 
grants are absorbed in effort to bring 
about these placements, we naturally 
begin to question whether it ls worth
